VESSEL IN TWO MISHAPS 


Sister, Rope Around Her Waist, 
Climbs Up Side of Ship to 
Extend Greetings. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24.— With a rope 
about her waist, Miss Margaret Wilson 
climbed up the side of the WHite Star 
liner Majestic at Quarantine today to 
greet her sister, Mrs. Jessie Sayre, who 
returned from abroad with her hus- 


band, Francis B. Sayre. Miss Margaret 
went down the bay on the revenue 
cutter Manhattan with Dudley Field 
Malone, the collector of the port. The 
Sea Was a bit rough at the time and 
the rope was made fast about her 
waist as a precaution. 

During the rough weather that the 
Majestic experienced, Mrs. Sayre was 
thrown against the door. of her state- 
room, wrenching her wrist. It was 
necessary to carry it in a sling for a 
day or two, but when the ship docked 
today she was experiencing no ill ef- 
fects of the injury. 

After a short stay in Washington, the 
Sayres will go to Williamstown, Mass., 
where Sayre will assist the president of 
Williams College. 

Complaint of Leaky Ship. 

Some of.the first cabin passengers 
on the Majestic filed a protest with 
the line demanding a rebate on their 
passage money on the ground that 
water leaked into the main salon, 
greatly inconveniencing them. They 
denounced the officials for allowing 
the liner to sail in adverse weather 
conditions, and declared at times it 
was necessary to stop leaks with 
rags and towels. 


Officials of the liner deprecated the 


orfiter, that the British authorities 
would not have allowed the Majestic 
to leave Southampton unless she was 
entirely seaworthy.” 

While in the harbor of Cherbourg, 
after having left Southampton, Jan. 
14, the Majestic was rammed by a 
tender, which damaged a plate and 
necessitated repairs.

PENDLETON, Ore., Jan. 24.—Alarmed 
at reports of Federal investigation and 
possible prosecution for killing wild 
geese and ducks despite the Federal 
bird law that recently became effec- 
tive, hundreds of farmers and settlers 
in the Western part of Umatilla County 
have decided to appeal to President 
Wilson to take immediate steps to stop 
the ravages of wild fowl in the wheat 
fields in that region. 

Thousands of acres of wheat have 
been destroyed, according to farmers 
who say that as high as 50 acres of 
wheat covered with wild geese can be 
seen in the day time, while at night im- 
mense flocks of mallard ducks ravage 
large grain areas.

CONNEAUT, O., Jan. A.- The United 
States Steel Corporation, according to 


its officials, will shortly have in opera- 
tion the first co-operative farm in this 
country for supplying food stuffs as far 
as possible to all of its employes. The 
project was made public today. The 
land adjoins the 8000 acre farm of the 
steel corporation, east of this city, which 
was bought in 1900 with a view to 
erecting a gigantic steel plant. This un- 
dertaking was later abandoned and the 
big acreage was turned into a stock 
grazing and vegetable farm. 
Arrangements are now being com- 
pleted to supply all the lake freighters 
with food stuffs produced on the farm. 
As rapidly as possible the numerous 
subsidiaries of the corporation in the 
Central States will be included in the 
list, until the big farm is “‘usdlving a 
large portion of the corporation’s em- 
ployes with fresh meat and other food, 
A three-story brick supoly hause has 


just been completed by the Steel Cor- 


poration at Conneaut Harbor. This, 
as a central point of distribution, will 
it is said. eliminate the middlemen 
supplying the products of the farm to 
the employes. 

The co-operative farm, which now 
contains 12,00 acres, is owned by the 
Carnegie Land Co., which in turn fs 
controlled by the Steel Corpceration The 
manager of the farm, John Cuppies, 
said today: 

“It's a big undertaking, but so far 
the results have been successful.“ 

Two years ago the farm was stocked 
with several hundred head of cattle and 
hogs. Several thousand acres of grain 
and potatoes were planted.

peal to arbitrators. On the ground thet 
this informality made it legally impos- 
aible to consider the lowest bid, the 
board ignored Dall's offer and selected 
alternates that made Gill's total did 
less than the Fuller Co. proposal on 
the same alternates added to the min- 
imum scheme. 
Bond Is Made . 

While the board was considering the 
bids and before the award or the legal 
opinion was delivered, State Auditor 
Gordon and Secretary of State Roach 
made unsuccessful attempts to per- 
suade Dall to agree to break his word 
with the only Missouri surety company 
and give the $36,000 bond premium afd 
$12,000 agent's fee to political adherents 
in Kansas City, who were representing 
foreign surety companies. 

Gill subsequently agreed to place his 
bond as requested to by Gordon, Roach 
and State Treasurer Deal, although he 
had previously arranged for his surety 
bond with an Eastern agency. 

The capital commission has split 
two and two over the stone contract, 
it is reported. Lacaff and Hiller are 
inclined to prefer the Carthage lime- 
stone, while the desire of Contractor 
Gill to use stone from a newly de- 
veloped quarry in the vicinity of Ste. 
Genevieve is said to be agreeable to 
Chairman Stephens and Speer. 

The director of the Building Indus- 
tries Association discussed the stone 
contract Friday before appointing the 
Investigating Committee. The directors 
said the specifications’ prepared by the 
New York architects were so drawn 
that it would be impossible for a con- 
tractor to cemply with them and fur- 
nish Missouri stone, as the law di- 
rects, 

They were informed also that the sue- 
cessful general bidder, whose offer was 
third lowest on the “minimum 
scheme, failed to submit samples of 
the stone he proposed to use with his 
proposal, as required by the advertised 
contract. 

Late Change in Specifications. 

The architects’ specifications, ap- 
proved and published by the board, 
were changed by formal action of the 
board within two hours of the opening 
of bids Nov. 18, it is said, without no- 
tice to all centractors of the State who 
might have submitted offers under the 
changes made. 

The change alluded to was the re- 
moval ot a clause prohibiting the use 
of Burlington limestone in which 
„orowsfeet wider than one-eighth of 
an inch appeared. The board ex- 
tended thig restriction to one-fourth 
ef an inch, in recognition of the fact 
that Burlington limestone quarried in 
Missouri could not be found in suf- 
ficient quantities to comply with the 
first specification. 

Anotheg speelfication by the East- 
ern erchitects that prohibits eompli- 
ance with the contract on stone work, 
is said to be the provision that, the 
veinings and markings shall not vary 
more than 16 degrees from the hori- 
zontal.“ 

Expert stone contractors have 
stated that they do not believe enough 
stone for the Missouri Capitol could 
be quarried in Missouri in 100 years 
te comply strictly with thig specifica- 
tion. These experts point out that un 
less laxity is practiced by the Capi- 
tol Commission or the architects In 
enforcing the contract, the general 
contractor would lose vast sums in 
attempting to execute the work con- 
tracted for, Knowledge of this must 
have restrained all sincere contrac- 
tors who estimated the coat of the 
stone work under the specifications, 
they say, while these who felt they 
could caunt upon lax enforcement of 
the contract would be in a pesition 
to calculate on a much lower expense 
for stone work, 

Cost Difference Great. 

Contractors familiar with Missouri 
stone say that the cost difference be- 
tween , the best and poorest grade of 
Burlington limestone that could be used 
on the Capitol would be at least $600,- 
000, and that if it is impogsible to 
comply with the specifications, the vie- 
lation of the specifications may pro- 
ceed to such an extent that it would 
save the general contractor this huge 
sum. 

The first split in the Capitol Commis- 
sion arose over the letting of the sub- 
contract for plumbing, heating and 
electrical work, for which Gill nomi- 
nated the Hanley-Casey Co, of Chicago, 
an [llingis corporation doing business in 
Missouri under à license, 

Commisisoner Hiller demanded that 
Gill show the board what offers he re- 
ceived from bona fide Missouri borpora- 
tions for the same work before he would 
act on the approval of the Ulinois firm. 

It is reported that competitors of Gill 


for the general contract received lower 


bids from Miesouri concerns than the 
offer submitted to them by Hanley- 
}Casey Co. The Migsouri law apecifics 
that Missouri labor and material shall be 
given the preference in all work per- 
taining to the new capitol. As a result 
ot Hiller's demand, the Hanley-Casey 
matter has been postponed untl after 
stone subeontract is disposed of. 


Although the contract was awarded 


to Gin Nov. 21, the only subcontracts 
approved to date are for the assem- 
blying and erection of the steel. The 
contract provides that time is ita es- 
sence and that for every day beyond 
July 1, 1916, that the Capitol fs not 
completed as per contract, the con- 
tractor shall be fined $350 a day. The 
time ts admittedly short for the per- 
formance of the big task and delay in 
getting actual work started is cut- 
ting down the period to a great ex- 
tent. |

Higgins’ 
father, who insists there must be some 
terrible mistake, is placing his wealth 
at his son’s disposal, for the purpose 
of making an elaborate defense. As 2 
step in that direction, Higgins has re- 
pudiated the confession he made soon 
after his arrest and has reasserted that 
the killing of his wife was accidental. 

Preparations are being made for the 
naming of a guardian for Julia Flake. 
She has an estate which approximates 
$8000, part of which is represented by 
the family home in North Henderson.

Declares at Meeting Legitimate 
Advertising Printed in Same 
Papers Suffers. 


A plea for concerted action among 
the advertising merchants of St. Louis 
to bring pressure to bear upon news- 
rapers to discontinue the publication 
of advertisements of medical quacks 
and charlatans was made before the 
St. Louis Medical Society at 3525 Pine 
street, Friday night by Charles A Stix, 
rresident of the Civic League and also 
president of the Stix, Baer & Fuller 
Dry Goods Co. 

Stix declared the legitimate advertis- 
ing suffered by being printed in the 
sume newspaper with the advertising 
of the quack doctors. Persens not fa- 
miliar with the personality of the ad- 
vertiser had to acept his printed word 
as the truth, he said, and when they 
were deceived by one advertiser they 
tecame prejudiced against them all. 

Tne retail merchants do not feel they 
care to have the value of their adver- 
tising clouded by the advertisement: 
of the fakers and charlatans,’’ Stix 
said. There is reason why department 
stores, which are heavy users of ad- 
vertising should look with scant cour- 
tesy upon the ads of quack doctors. Ad- 
vertisers generally will welcome the aid 
6: the St. Louis Meaical Society in pre- 
venting the publication of the adver- 
lisements of the fakers in the news- 
repers. If the legitimate advertisers act- 
ed in concert they could give the news- 
papers their choice of accepting the ad 
vertisements of business people, or that 
ol the fakers.” 

Quack Advertisements Injurious. 

The meeting of the Medical Society 
was called to protest against the ad- 
vertising doctors. Stix told a reporter 
Saturday he had for four years com- 
plained that the advertisements of the 
unethical physicians was injurious to 
the cause of advertising. 

Me are. forming. new ideas about 
many things,“ said Stix. “A new code 
of ethics. is being developed or created 
among business men. Its purpose is to 
remove from business every taint of 
fraud or unfair dealing. Public senti- 
ment has been aroused against the doc- 
tors who profit by preying upon the 
public, and who publish misleading ad- 
vertisements to enrich themselves. I 
think in the course of a few years. 
at the most, the charlatans will be 
driven out of business in every commu- 
nity in the country.” 

“Other speakers at the meeting were 
Percival Chubb, president of the Ethi- 
eal Society, Dr. Frank J. Lutz, the Rev. 
Joseph Lubely, pastor of Holy Trinity 
Catholic Church, the Rev. Z. B. Phillips 
pastor of St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, 
Dr. Mak C. Starkloff, Health Commis- 
sioner, and Prosecuting Attorney How- 
ard B. Sidener. 

Chubb declared the newspaper owner 
who published the advertisements of 
medical fakers should be pilloried. The 
publisher should be held personally re- 
sponsible with the quack doctor, he 
said, for the harm that was done. 

Dr. Lutz said publishers knew wher 
advertisements of absolute cures fo, 
cancer and some other diseases were 
printed that they were lies. The con- 
sideration that moved the publisher to 
accept the advertising, he said, was pay- 
ment in advance by the charlatan. 

Dr. Phillips, referring to the self 
destruction of Dr. A. J. Miller Tuesday 
following an attack upon him by the 
New St. Louis Star, said it was a ter- 
rible ging to drive a man to self-de- 
struction, but worse to permit a mar 
to put thousands of others to a liviny 
death.

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TABLED, MAN 
MANES PROMOTE 


Police Board Ignores Affidavit by 
Former Political Boss, Re- 
cently Arrested. 


By a unanimous vote the Board of 


Police Commissioners Friday afternoon | 


tabled an affidavit made by Jeptha D. 
Howe, former Republican political boss, 
against Motor Cycle Policemen Charles 
Benderoth and Arthur Wander, who ar- 
rested Howe on a charge of automobile 
speeding near Sixteenth and Locust 
streets, Jan. 12. The board followed up 
this action by promoting Wander from 
a probationary to a patrolman. 

Samuel B. McPheeters, president of 
the Police Board, told a Post-Dispetch 
reporter Saturday the Police Board 
had ordered the Police Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency not to give further considera- 
tion to Howe's charges. ‘‘We found tle 
motor cycle policemen had performei 
their duty and we took the initiative 
in dropping the Howe charges, he 
said. 

Wander’s Record Good. 

It was only a few minutes after the 
board had pigeon-holed Howe's affi- 
Gavit that it unanimously voted to pro- 
mote Policeman Wander. In the or- 
dinary course this promotion comes au- 
tomatically. After probationary police- 
men have served one year in that grade 
they are eligible to promotions as va- 
cancies occur in the ranks of the pa- 
trolmen. The probationary having the 
highest rating in merit marks is entitled 
to the first promotion. Wander's year 
of probationary service recently ended 
and he stood at the top of the merit 
list. 

Acting on the board's instructions, the 
Bureau of Efficiency made the formal 
recommendation that Howe's affidavit 
be filed and, at the same time, recom- 
mended Wander’s promotion. 

Had the Bureau of Efficiency reported 
that the Howe charges seemed to have 
enough merit to justify Wander's trial 
by the board, Wander would have been 
suspended. As a probationary with 
charges against him, he could not have 
been promoted while his trial was pend- 
ing. The promotion carries with it a 
salary increase from $60 to $90 a month. 

Howe's affidavit said that his arrest 
Was unnecessary and that he was driv- 
ing only 15 miles an hour When stopped 
by the policemen. 

Judge Kimmel Freed Howe. 

The arrest of Howe and develop- 
ments which followed it have caused 
much discussion and comment. When 
he was taken to the Central District 
Station, Howe loudly proclaimed that 
the policemen lied when they said he 
had exceeded the speed limit. He re- 
peated this assertion in Judge Kimmel’s 
police court the following day, and de- 
spite the fact that Benderoth and 
Wander swore the law had been violat- 
ed, Kimmel discharged Howe. 

Kimmel’s action in freeing Howe 
aroused the indignation of Grand Jury 
members and of President McPheeters 
of the Police Board. : 

Mayor Kiel was called before infor- 
mal meetings of the Grand Jury Wed 
nesday and Thursday, and it was said 
that at this conference a request was 
made that he revoke Kimmel’s com- 
mission as police judge. 

After summoning Kimmel to the City 
Hall and having a long talk with him 
behind closed doors, Mayor Kiel Friday 
paid he-saw no reason for “firing’’ Kim- 
mel.

CLEVELAND’S STORY OF A CRISIS. 


N view of the vexatious international 
| questions involved in the Mexican 
situation, the publication in book 
form at this.time of an address once 
made by Grover Cleveland at Prince- 
ton University is especially interesting. 
It is the former President’s own story 
of the Venezuela boundary dispute, 
which, in 1885, all but plunged this coun- 
try into a war with Great Britain—a 
catastrophe happily averted by the 80 
ber sense of leading public men of both 
countries. 

In importance the controversy was not 
outranked by any other question that 
arose in either Cleveland administration. 
In this account of it, the former Prest- 
dent's mental grasp of affairs is at its 
strongest, and the telling itself is graph- 
le. 

The message of reaffirmation of the 
Monroe Doctrine which Cleveland sent 
to Congress in 1895, was the beginning 
of a foreign poljcy of the gravest mo- 
ment. Outside of the particular matter 
then at issue, and in spite of the bitter- 
est opposition at home and abroad, this 
policy has been followed by succeeding 
Presidents and undoubtedly has caused 
President Wilson many sleepless nights. 
Its logical result has been that the 


Monroe Doctrine, originally intended to 


Suarantee weak American countries 
from European aggression, has actu- 
ally spread distrust of the United States 
throughout Latin America, which sué- 
pects in every action of our Govern- 
ment a determination to establish its 
suzerainty over the smaller republics. 

The first part of Cleveland’s address is 
a summary of the long boundary dispute 
between Venezuela and Great Britain. 
For almost half a century each country 
had claimed a vast strip of territory on 
the frontiers of Venezuela and British 
Guina. So long as this lend was jun- 
gle and desert, the contention was no! 
very hot, but when gold was found 
there, it became acute. 

Venezuela had often begged Britain 
te arbitrate, but that country refused 
to do s0, insisting that the countries 
should settle the matter between them- 
selves, Finally, in despair, Venesuela 
appealed to the United States. This Gov- 
ernment, under Cleveland, also tried to 
arrange an arbitration, but John Bull 
Was still obstinate. 

Popular sympathy, fanned by jingo- 
ism, arrayed the American public on the 
side of Venezuela. Finally the adminis- 
tration, of its own motion, appointed a 
boundary commission to determine the 
respective rights of Venezuela and Great 
Britain. Cleveland, against the wishes 
of many of his advisers, sent a message 
to Congress, reaffirming the Monroe 
Doctrine, 

The British Government replied, in 
substance (1) That the Monroe Doc- 
trine was not a part of international 
law, but a foreign policy of the United 
States, and (D That the Monroe Doc 
trine did not apply to the matter then 
in dispute. 

The famous Doctrine, as enunciated by 
President Monroe, it was pointed out, 
waa to prevent European conquest, and 
did not affect territory then owned by 
European countries or constitute the 
United States an intermediary in all Eu- 
opean-American quarrels. A great many 
lawyers and political economists in this 
country agreed with this view, but. 
Cleveland's theory was the popular one. 

In explaining his attitude, Cleveland, 
in this address, tells why he enlarged 
the scope of the Monroe Doctrine. Ven- 
ezuela was a small country, and inca- 
pable of resisting Britain’s claims by 
force. Britain had obstinately refused 
to submit the matter to a disinterested 
tribunal. It was fundamental to the 
peace of the Western Hemisphere that 
Europe understand the United States 
would resist with arms, if necessary, 
any attempt to use force in such a con- 
troversy. 

With a note of exultation, the former 
President points out that although it 
ignored our own boundary commission, 
Great Britain did consent to arbitration 
with Venezuela, and the trouble was 
amicably adjusted. 

At times with fine eloquence, and al- 
ways with clear reasoning, Cleveland de- 
fends his position that the Monroe Doc- 
trine is a part of international law, and 
that his enlargement of it was vital to 
the political interests of the United 
States. Although his ‘views were as- 
sailed bitterly at that time, and are as- 
sailed today, both at home and abroad, 
the monograph is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the bibliography of the Doctrine. 
It illuminates the causes which have 
made Uncle Sam the volunteer police- 
man of the two Americans. (Princeton 


University Press.)

The picture of his repentance is well 
drawn, but we are left with his own 
doubts as ta whether, when sickness 
saps vitality, a change or that kind can 
be more than delusion. The author’s 
view, put into the mouth of Mrs. Blake, 
evidently is that Both are true, the 
vileness and the nobility that came out 
of that awful cleansing,” and that, at 
any rate, the Christian ought to under- 
stand the seeming paradox. (Putnam’s.) 
A SON,.one of the sons of the late 

Archbishop of Canterbury, con- 
tinues to write books that appeal to 
readers who enjoy the quiet, thought- 
ful speculations regarding life and its 
problems of a highly cultivated, sym- 
pathetic and well-balanced mind. Mr.

On the question of forbidding review 
of appeal in case of men dismissed for 
cause, Col. Goethals: wrote to Mayor 
“Attractive as your offer is, 
I would be obliged to decline so long as 
the present law remains in force by 
which removals from the police force are 
subject to review with decision based on 
legal evidence. 

In public work of any kind efficiency 
can be secured only when the service of 
those engaged in it is satisfactory to 
superiors, and, while I fully believe in 
the right of every man to have a hear- 
ing, the decision of the superior as co 
the character of the man’s service 
should be final. 

“In cases where a man whose services 
have not been satisfactory can be re- 
instated by a court of review, the effect 
on discipline and efficiency is most in- 
jurious. It undermines authority, leads 
to insubordination, tends to destroy 
the loyal co-operation which the execu- 
tive authority must have to secure re- 
sults and makes his tenure of office im- 
possible.“ 

Washington Is Astonished. 

Dispatches from Washington say Sec- 
retary Garrison was amazed to learn 


that Goethals was seriously consider- 
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ing Mayor Mitchel’s offer, as he had ex- 
pected him to remain at Panama for a 
long time. It was the understanding 
that President Wilson had intended to 
appoint the builder of the canal as first 
Governor of the canal zone. 

It had been decided to ask Goethals 
to build the Government railways in 
Alaska should Congress appropriate the 
$35,000,000 necessary for them.

18 ST. LOVIS BANKRUPT? 

The Post-Dispateh asked the question which 
heads this article in connection with the effort to 
have the Federal Government direct the comple- 
tion of the free bridge. We ask it again with re- 
spect to the St. Louis Historical Pageant now in 
course of preparation. 

The Hist of men who have been engaged or are 
under consideration to Go thé principal work for 
the pageant Suggests the question. 

The Pageant Master is Thomas Wood Stevens, 
professor of dramatio art in the Carnegie Insti- 
tuts of Pittsburg; the writer of the masque is 


director of the music is Frederick Converse of 
Poston; the stage manager is Joseph Lindon 
Smith of New York; the poster artist is F. X. 
Lyendecker of New York. We understand that 
Will Irwin is to be press agent with sub“ con- 
tributors in St. Louis who know something about 
the city. A Chicago sculptor is under considera- 
tion for the work of architectural decoration and 
a Chicago actor for the leading role in the masque. 

We have no intention of decrying the talents of 
these men or depreeiating their value in the work 
assigned to them. Nor do we sympathize with the 
demand that none but home talent should be em- 
ployed. The necessary talent should bé drawn 
upon regardless of place. But we do insist that, 
if available, home talent should have a substan- 
tial part in the making of the pageant and other 
things being equal, home talent is preferable to 
foreign, because it is saturated with the civic 
spirit, the traditions, the atmosphere of the city, 
which givé the tang of local characteristic and 
which cannot be communicated to an outsider. 
It must be absorbed. 

It is incrédible that St. Louis has no music com- 
poser or dtrector, no poster artist, no poet, no 
writer, no dramatist, no painter, no sculptor, no 
actor, no press agent who can offer valtiable con- 
tributions to a St. Louis historical pageant and 
masque. Is St. Louis so bankrupt in art resources 
that St? Louisans can not do more for our pageant 
than give an Indian war whoop and fill the list 
of “supes” and choristers? We know better. 


The best pageants are rédolént of the soll, in- 
spired by local spirit and enriched by local re- 
sources. They develop local taleht and local art 
spirit for the future. 

No matter how brilliant the foreign spread, it 
leaves the community cold and without train- 
ing for other similar éfforts. 

The pageant seems to lack a strong local di- 
rector-general who is capable of so blending home 
and foreign talent as to assure the happiest re- 
sults. The work seems to havé been turned over 
to outsiders who look upon St. Louis as a Boeotian 
village. _ 7

How much felief from such conditions as the 
Post-Dispatch has shown to exist in the Bell tele- 
phone lines of St. Louis is provided in the agrée- 
ment between Attorney-General McReynolds for 
the dissolutton of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Trust? 

The telephone and telegraph fields, both occu- 
pied heretofore by the trust, were to be separated. 

The “parént” telephone company, 
working in its own field, was to make no more 
purchases of competing telephone systems. Inde- 
pendent systems were to have the right to utilize 
Bell facilities on reasohable terms. 

But to what extent is the combine wholly within 
the exclusive telephone field to be dissolved? Are 
any local systems already purchased, and con- 
trolled to be emancipated? Are subsidiaries: 
robbed by unfavorable contraéts and interlocking 
directory agreements to be guaranteed the same 
reasonable terms which independent systems are

company? 

Unless some of these things are provided for, 
the voluntary dissolution will be hardly more 
satisfactory than some prior dissolutions enforced 
by court order. Diversions of local Bell revenues 
through rentals for apparatus and contracts for 
the lion’s share of receipts from long-distance 
messages are typical instances of trust exploita- 
tion. Subsidiaries, not only in St. Louis, but 
throughout the country, suffer from them. 

The State Commission can prevent the trust- 
depleted treasury of the local subsidiary from 
being made an excuse for new charges on the pub- 
lic. Its power to force fundamental edies, to 
compel the dissolution that really dissolves, may 
be doubtful.

By RIPLEY D, SAUBDERS, 
RITZ KREISLER, soloist of Fri- 
le day afternoon's concert by the 
Symphony Orchestra at the 
Odeon, to be repeated on Saturday 
evening, won the distinetion of receiv- 
ing the most enthusiggtic welcome of 
the present musical season in St. Louis 
and confirmed his rank as the best-be- 
loved fiddler now befere the American 
public. 

The authoritative means by which he 
accomplished this pleasing and well-de- 
served triumph was his interpretation 
of Mendelssohn's great Concerto for 
Violin, Op. 66, a masterpiece of the 
world's violin Hterature, whieh inevi- a 
tably reveals the worthiness of its 
player or relentlessly exposes the un- 
worthiness. ‘ 

Kreisler presented it not only with | 
fauitiess technique but in a mood, of: 
such fine understanding of ite message 
that his performance must needs hold] 7 
a place in one’s memory a4 mark- 
ing with a red letter of soul’s content | 
the day of its hearing. The blended 
strehgth and tenderness of this artist's 
work at its best was never more fully 
in evidence than now. He seems to 
stand as the very embodiment ef 2 
supreme violinist, equipped at every 
point for the completest possible expe- 
sition of the virtues ef the most ase 
man and emotionally moving ef al mu- 
sical instruments, 

The revelation began, as @ matter of 
course, almost with the beginning of 
Mendeissohn’s score, which demands of 
the solo violin so early @ sounding ef 
the leading theme of its melodic 
thought. It grew in beauty with the 
lovely cadenza with which this first vio- 
lin utterance is terminated. The sec- 
ond movement of the gomposition, still 
emphasizing the solo yoice, as the tone- 
master dominant, intensified the appeal 
of music in its purest form, and from 
that moment until the cloge of the con- 
certo, the Kreisler fiddle wag the lyric 
throat of one of the sweetest outpour- 
ings of sustained song to which the 
song-sweetened walls of the old Odeon 
have ever echoed.

sohn triumph was so everwhelming in 
volume and so long maintained that the 
soloist of the day found himseif com- 
pelled to respond with two encores, his 
own Caprice Viennoise” and Reeita- 
tive and Caprice,” which added to the 
delight of the afternoon’s bringing. 
Even then, with the matinee concert 
terminated, the audience remained seat- 
ed, applauding again and again in 
sheer gratitude of soul. 

The orchestra finely distinguished 
itself in the songful geore of Mosart's 
[Symphony No. 89, in E Flat,” an old- 
l tashioned score not in the least 
ashamed of being so frankly melod- 
lous that it may be enjoyed for the 
melody’s sake alone. The interpreta- 
tion of the second movement, the an- 
dante, was especially eharming, with 
the famous menuetto third movement 
also presented at its exquigite best, 
and the composition as a whole was 
most appreciatively interpreted. 

80, too, was Debussy’s “La Mer” well 
handled by Max Zach's men, the only 
trouble here being that Debussy says 
so little to his public. He is a mas- 
ter- user of the orchestra in novel 
ways, but novelty in the employment 
of orchestral instruments does not 
take the place of genuine musical in- 
spiration. 

Of genuiné musical inspiration De- 
bussy has but a meager supply, if 
any. A sort of mountebank audacity 
essays to cover this jack of creative 
musical thought, but at the close of a 
typical Debussy score such as 1

poser should know his orchestra s0 
intimately and be so beggared in 
his own native gifts that he can util- 
ize it only as a charlatan might ul 
ize his cheap equipment of yokel-fool- 
ing devices from the tail-end of a 
Sypsy road-wagon.
